OBITUARY: MISS ISABEL NEWTON 


WE record with great regret the death on 18 February 1950 of Miss 
Isabel Newton. Miss Newton joined the staff of the Society as one of 
the Assistant Secretaries in 1903, and was appointed Secretary in 1908, 
a post which she held until her retirement in 1938. In 1939 she was 
co-opted a member of the Council, and in the anticipation that regular 
Council meetings might become difficult in war conditions wide 
administrative powers were delegated to her, jointly with the Honorary 
Secretary, and in this capacity also she rendered invaluable service. 
She resigned from membership of the Council in 1944. An obituary 
notice will shortly appear in Proceedings.

58,000 in tests involving Agent and Percipient, and approximately 


_ 34,000 ‘ solo’ guesses * down-through ’ the pack without an Agent had 


been recorded.
